he weather was awful, the crowd was 

slight, Paul Bilokapic received his 
marching orders and Marconi scored their 
first ever NSL goal against Spirit at Spirit 
Park, but it wasn’t enough to defeat a home 
side intent on making up for the poor 
performances of this season with a gutsy 
display. 

By the time Mark Babic conceded an own 
goal to give Spirit the lead Nicola Berti, 
playing his best for the club, could have set 
the ball rolling with a delightful chip in the 
fourth minute from the angle of the box that 
Michael Turnbull in goal for the Stallions did 
well to tip onto the crossbar, 

It mattered not to the Spirit faithful how the 
first goal was scored and in fact it was the 
first official ‘own goal’ to go in Spirit’s favour 
in NSL competition. 

It wasn’t all one-way traffic in the first-half 
and the rivalry that exists between the two 
sides was again in evidence, typified by some 
hard tackling which, even allowing for the 
conditions, was not for the faint-hearted. 

Referee Matthew Breeze handled the game 
well but still managed to issue six yellow and 
one red card in a stop-start style of match. 

Francis Awaritefe was gifted a shot on goal 
when Robbie Enes attempted a backpass to 
Paul Henderson which fell short of the 
intended target but the usually lethal striker 
sent his effort inches past the left-hand 
upright and out for a goal-kick. 


In stoppage time Tony Perinich broke into 
the box but was being forced wide by Buddy 
Farah who then attempted to tackle the Spirit 
striker only to bring him down for a penalty. 
Up stepped top scorer David Seal to slot 
away the spot kick for his seventh of the 
season and give Spirit a two-nil lead in this 
derby game and in so doing keeping the 
season alive. 

Harry Karl had an opportunity to reduce 
the deficit in the 72nd minute when clean 
through but Enes, making amends for his 
earlier error, dispossessed the Stallions 
striker inside the box and cleared the danger. 

Two minutes later and Spirit were reduced 
to ten men after Paul Bilokapic was adjudged 
to have tackled Danny Invincible from behind 
which had coach Graham Arnold admitting: 
“It was a stupid tackle. It took place on the 
halfway line and we were two-nil up.” 

Invincible was to score Marconi’s only goal 
of the game in the 83rd minute. Good lead 
up work down the left between Alex Duric 
and Kris Trajanovski saw the ball arrive at the 
youngsters feet and he was able to steer it 
home to leave Spirit to play out the last six 
minutes under extreme duress, and the 
visitors could have stolen a point in the last 
seconds when a Chad Gibson free-kick was 
met by the head of Dominic Longo.

nce again Spirit started brightly enough
